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Tbe fable is therefore the chief foundation. And is a dif 


courte intended to form our manners, by inftruétions 
“feuifea under the Allegory of an aétion. Coalec- 
ently to conftruét the fable asit ought to be,a 
‘od choice muft be made of the inftruétion aad mo- 
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ral which is the ground of it. Artificially thus to 
counterfeit and under the /dea of truth, ‘tis requilite 
to take from Hiftory the Names of fuch perfons to whom 
the thing probably happen ‘ed, and relate it under thofe 
known Names, with fuch circumftances as change no- 


thing thet is efential tothe Fable and Moral. omer, 
tor inftance, fecing Greece divided into as many States as 
fowns, whofe Form of Government was independant 
ore upon another ; defigning, on one fide, to fhow them 
how neceflarya:ood intelligence, and agreement a- 
mongft themfelves was, to defen! them againft the 


common Enemies; and on the other hand, that the 
nd ambition of their Governours wou d ine- 


cdifunion a 

‘ lyf their Confederations ; it was requilite 
for him tofind fuch perfons as cou’d probably repre- 
fent thofe he intended in this fable, and therefore 
chule Achilles contending with Agamemnon, Thole 
who are ignorant of the art of the Poet, dont difce- 


ver the fi¢tion, but believe he had no other end than 
relate the adventures of the Siege of Jrey: But he in- 
finuates Pxcellent inftruétions when he feems only to

Piiis Law of Probability is fo efential that it muft not 
he ditpented with,even to {peak great thiags; As we 
tec in the sfecuba ot Seneca who makes too handfom 
redections upon the deftruétion of Troy, and the Death 
of Prior; tor it cannot be fuppofed that a woman 
Loaded with fo many affiétions, fhou’d have fuch 
thoughts as were more worthy a Philofopher, than 


agreeable tothe fad condition whereanto her misfor- 
tunes had reduced her. ‘Tis true, this defcét is fome- 
thin, excufable in Seneca, becaufe he maintain‘d it 
with 2 great deal of wit: But ‘cis infupportable in 
thole who, intending to raife their difcourte, forfake 
ood tenie : Who for fear of falling to the Earth, lofe 
themicives inthe Clouds, One of the principal rules 
rm, is unity of aétion, which is rigoroufly ob- 
clin the AmetJs and Wiads. . And therefore ‘tis 
e fo to conneét all the Epifods in the principal 
action, (hat they may neceflarily depend one upen ano- 
ther: They muft be members of the body to which 
they are united, and as fo many incidents which yet 
hinder ‘pot the unity of aétion ; confeqrently the aéti- 
on which the Peet takes for his fubjeét muft be all of a 
pic It muft have fuch a beginning as fuppofes 
ng betore it for the underftanding of the faét, 
and which requires fomething fhou’d follow ; A middle, 
which leaves no interpretation, is the caufe of what 
prececds, and the efteet of what comes after; And an 
end, that permits us to expeét nothing more. To this 
muft be added the accomplifhment of the Epic aétion, 
is the putting a period to what ever difturbs 
the reft and trenquillity of the Hero. If we confult 
Authority we fhall find no imftance of a work of this 
nature that ending leaves the chief perfon unfortu- 
nate. In reipeét to its duration Jdrifterde has fix’d no 
é/omer. has given eight years to his Qdsffes ; 
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time.
